THE word* "too U U ” are never 
more tragic than when they refer 
to cancer, because here they mean 
all the difference between life and 
death. When proper treatment ii 
begun early enough, this otherwise 
fatal disease can usually be cured. 
Cancer of the rectum, or lower 
part of the bowel, for instance, 
kills nine thousand people in the 
United States every year. Many, 
many more than it should, accord­ 
ing to Doctor William H. Daniel 
of Ixia Angeles, who says this 
death rate is entirely too high and 
due only to the fact that so many 
patients receive treatment too late. 
Gradual Symptom* 
Unfortunately, cancer in this 
part of the body, as in so many 
other areas, does not produce se­ 
vere symptoms at the start and 
the victim does not realize his dan­ 
ger. It doe*, how ever, produce some 
change*. They are gradual and 
slight at first, but they ean be 
recognized by those who have 
learned how to look for them. 
In the first place, the majority 
of patient* with this type of cancer 
are between BO and 70 years of age. 
In only one out of five eases does 
it develop before 60 and in only 
one out of 30 does it occur between 
the ages of 20 and 30. Thus, people 
in the danger-zone of 60 to 70 
should be especially alert. 
As for what to watch for, the 
most frequent sign or symptom of 
cancer of the rectum is a change 
in the bowel action, such as diar­ 
rhea. There may be blood and mu­ 
cus in the bowel movement which 
the patient can see by careful ob­ 


servation, as well as slight dis­ 
comfort in th* abdomen and in 
some instances there may be signs 
of blocking of the bowe! such as 
gradually increasing constipation. 
Actual pain it not present at th* 
beginning and may not occur until 
late in the disease. 
Proper Examination 
On the other hand, proper exam­ 
ination will reveal most cases of 
cancer of the rectum. This exami­ 
nation should include the use of an 
instrument known as the sigmoido­ 
scope, a tube with a light which can 
be pasted into th* lower bowel, 
making it possible for th* phy­ 
sician to sxamine the lining mem­ 
brane directly and see th* abnor­ 
mal structure. 
The growth at the beginning 
may be small or it may have th* 
form of an ulcer or tore wiUi firm 
edges. If there is any question 
about the diagnosis, a small bit of 
the tissue in which cancer is sus­ 
pected to be present may be re­ 
moved and examined under th* 
microscope. X-ray examine ion is 
also helpful when it shows a de­ 
fect in the lowest eight inches of 
the bowel, but sometimes may be 
misleading, since various parts of 
the bowel may obscure the area in 
which the grow th is located. 
Cancer in the rectum, as in can­ 
cers in other part* of th* body, is 
treated best by early surgery. X- 
ray treatments, of course, are also 
useful. But bear in mind that it i* 
only with early treatment that the 
patient’* life can be saved. Persons 
should be on the lookout for 
changes in bowel action and, lf 
they occur, should not delay in hav. 
ing an examination mads by a 
physician.

pear from the shelves of most retail food stores. 


Representatives of the flour milling industry and the baking industry stated 
Friday at a conference called by Senators from the principal wheat-produc­ 
ing states, “ that not more than two-thirds, and more likely one-half, of the 
normal amount of flour would be produced this month for use in this coun­ 
try,” and that “none at all would be produced next month.” 
Millers are un­ 
able to buy any wheat because the Government is paying 30c per bushel more 
than millers are allowed to pay and is shipping all that it buys to other coun­ 
tries under the famine relief program. 
In addition millers were ordered to 
sell to the Government all wheat they had on hand on May I over and above 
a 21-day supply, because of which 85^c of all flour mills are now closed. 
Representatives of the Departm ent of Agriculture at the conference Friday 
said that “none of the wheat they are buying will be released to millers to 
produce flour for use in this country. 
Unless the American people desire 


otherwise.” 


This is just a sample of what is ahead of us, if we don’t cooperate and do 
what we can to overcome this crisis. 
W e are compelled to ration bread now, 
one loaf to each customer, and we all know that later on it will be impossible 


to bake any at all because of “NO FL O U R .”
